The only clew to distinguisii them is the 
earrings and finger rings, worn by women 
only. 
The earrings are like double shirt 
studs, and am ong the low er orders art) of 
colored gloss.

of m andarins alone are allowed to wear 
gold jewelry. 
The rings are of spirnl wire, 
fitting tig ht and standing out to some 
height. 
Some women of the upper class 
wear also necklaces of strings of gold or 
silver beads. 
The hat of the woman is 
mo numental. 
It Is like a large barrel cover, tlsree-quar- 
ters of a yard in diam eter.

Revision oi assessment and taxation laws; 
reduction of the salaries of public officers; 
reduction of 
state printer’s 
expenses; 
school text-booKS to be published by the 
state and furnished to the people at cost; 
revision of court office rs’ fee bills; adopt ion 
of the Australian system of voting and 
the 
Crawford 
system 
of 
primaries; 
law requiring railroad commissioners to 
be elected by the people; law revuiring 
land sold under foreclosure to bring the 
amount of judg ment and costs; law sup­ 
pressing the Pinkerton detectives or sim­ 
ilar org anizations in the state; such a re­ 
duction of railroad tariffs us will yield an 
annual income not exceeding <5 per cent, 
on the actual investment. 


WHAT STOCKINET CLOTH IS. 


(I Is K n itte d , and th e W h o le 
S tr n e ta r e 
U n ra v els by P u llin g O ne T h rea d . 
Strictly speaking , stockinet is not 
a cloth, for it is not a woven fabric, 
but a knitted texture. 
By a process of 
knitting , and not by weaving , the in­ 
dividual threads of which a stockinet 
fabric is composed ore interlaced into 
one reg ular Fixture. 
The work is per­ 
formed in a k ind o f a frame or loom, in 
which the yarns arc arrang ed in par 
allei order, at uniform distances apart, 
s In ordinary weaving . 
*Of course the machine is automatic 
•n its movements and capable of pro 
hieing a g reat leng th o f cloth in a very 
short time. 
The fabric thus formed is 
ornamented with a fin * ribbed pattern, 
hniiar in character to that seen in 
common knit g oods. 
This article g en­ 
erally handles so ft, full and elastic, but 
lacks those valuable characteristics of 
streng th and firm ness o f texture or 
make which obtain in a woven cloth 
proper. 
• The difference between the structure 
if this fabric and that resulting from 
weaving warp and weft yarns tog ether 
may "be illustrated as follows; Take a 
sample o f stockinet cloth and try to 
withdraw a thread and what is the re­ 
sult? 
The whole construction is un­ 
raveled. 
Next submit a loom product 
to a similar examination and it will be
